SAN FRANCISCO (UPI) - A 45- 
year-old mother, Sarah Jane Moore, 
fired a pistol shot at President Ford 
from a crowd but missed Monday be­ 
fore a bystander knocked her gun 
down and police wrestled her to the 
ground. The President was unharmed. 
Miss Moore was to be arraigned late 
Monday night. 
One of the policemen, Inspector 
Gary Lemos, said the quick action by 
disabled ex-Marine Oliver Sipple, 33, 
“probably prevented a second shot 
from being fired.” 
“I was five or seven feet away from 
the suspect,” said Police Officer Tim 
Hettrich. “I looked to my left and saw 
her raise her arm holding the gun and 
I saw her fire a round. Then I saw 
Sipple’s hand reach out and push her 
hand down. I grabbed the cylinder of 
the gun, took it away.” 
The suspect fired the shot about 35- 


40 feet from the President, and the 
bullet slightly wounded a cab driver. 


Police said the suspect. Miss Moore, 
well known in San Francisco radical 
circles, had been arrested Sunday for 
illegally carrying a hand gun and lat­ 
er was questioned by the Secret Ser­ 
vice as a possible threat to the Presi­ 
dent, but was released Sunday night. 
It was the second time in 17 days 
that a woman tried to assassinate the 
President in California. 


The President was pushed to his 
hands and knees by a Secret Service 
agent when the shot was fired, then 
hustled into the presidential limousine 
which immediately sped the 15 miles 
to San Francisco International Air­ 
port. Ford was on the plane bound for 
Washington 17 minutes after the in­ 
cident, but only after he insisted on 
shaking hands with about 20 San

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Francisco police officers and com­ 
mented to them: “The weather is 
nice.” 
A Secret Service agent standing be­ 
side Ford when the shot was fired 
said he was speechless as the crowd 
of 3,000 outside the hotel screamed 
and gasped in shock. 


Police said Miss Moore, a white 
woman dressed in meifs clothing 
when arrested, used a .38 caliber re­ 
volver to fire the shot, and five more 
live rounds were still in the gun when 
it was grabbed by police. 


Miss Moore, who claimed to be a 
one-time FBI informer untü a year 
ago, was one of the first volunteers to 
join the million-dollar “People in 
Need” food ransom program estab­ 
lished by kidnaped Patricia Hearst’s 
parents.

The Arlington Heights Park Board 
Monday night said it would review fi­ 
nal plans for the Prairie Farm and 
Gard^ Park with residents and civic 
groups before beginning construction 
of the project next spring. 
Richard Macias, an architect from 
Preservation Urban Design Inc., jne- 
sented final plans for the 10-acre proj­ 
ect during a park board meeting. 
Macias said he is interested in in­ 
put from school districts and civic 
groups whidi would not wily utilize 
the project for educational purposes 


but would possibly donate time and 
materials for its completion. 
THE FARM, A U. S. Bicentennial 
project, is to be a replica of a Mid­ 
western prairie farm during the late 
1800s. TTie “living farm” will include 
authenticated farm buildings, equip­ 
ment and representative live^ock. 
The final plans also will be re­ 
viewed with residents living near the 
park, located <mi the southeast corner 
of Belmont Avenue and Foster Street, 
who have objected to the project be­ 
cause they think it will generate flood­ 
ing, noise and air pollution. 


Formal report requested 
on Bears stadium financing 


Thomas Thornton, park district di­ 
rector, said the paric board will be ex­ 
pected in about two months to decide 
on a timetable and a financing ar­ 
rangement for cwistruction. 


The park district levies a museum 
tax of 1.5 cents per $100 assessed 
v a l u a t i o n which generates about 
$44,000 a year to finance the project.

But we can’t 
confirm or deny until we get a lease,” 
McLaughlin said. 


Of the possibiUty of an agreement 
being reached by the end of this week, 
he said, “We’re hoping that’s accu­ 
rate. But we should know by the end 
of the month — that’s early next week 
— one way or another.” 


Bruggeman said although “no deal 
is set,” the center will probably write 
a two-year lease for the testing center 
with the state. 
He said if agreement is reach^, the 
center would be in operation within a 
month. 
“APPARENTLY THEY want to get 


started as soon as possible. I’d say 
about three to four weeks,” Brugge­ 
man said. 


McLaughlin said based on current 
thinking the new center would not be 
just a temporary site until a separate 
building is erected. He said recent 
federal studies indicate that a sepa­ 
rate building is not warranted be­ 
cause the retesting of licensed drivers 
is no longer a standard operating 
practice. 


“It’s something like the seatbelt 
regulations that were changed. We 
have to be flexible, so we dropped the 
commitment to permanent buildings. 
Things could change and all of a sud­ 
den we’d have a white elephant on our 
hands,” he said. 
McLaughlin said the center would 
have facilities for written and behind- 
the-wheel testing of drivers. It would 
also have hearings for persons whose 
driving privileges have been sus­ 
pended or revoked.

Area residents 
have found it more convenient to pur­ 
chase their new plates in banks and 
other outlets, he said.

WASHINGTON (UPI) — The new 
Chevrolet Chevette, the Datsun B-210 
and the Subaru, all at 33 miles per 
gallon, are the most economical 
among 1976 model cars, the Environ­ 
mental Protection Agency said Mon­ 
day. 


In general, the EPA said, fuel econ­ 
omy is improving with the average 
for all new cars at 17.6 m.p.g. — a 
26.6 per cent improvement over 1975 
models which averaged 15.6 m.p.g. 
The least economical American car 
tested was a Plymouth Grand Fury 
Wagon with eight cylinders, automat­ 
ic transmission and a 440-cubic-inch 
engine. It averaged 12 m.p.g. — 11 in 


the city and 15 on the road. 
The very bottom of the list was 
shared by three Rolls-Royce models 
and the Jaguar X12, all of which aver­ 
aged 11 m.p.g. 


The Chevette is described by Gener­ 
al Motors as the smallest U.S. produc­ 
tion car. The model which came out 
on top, with 30 m.p.g. in the city and 
39 on the highway, had a manual 
transmission and a four-cylinder, 98- 
cubic-inch engine.

How do you write standards for 
warranties on such diverse products 
as washing machines and auto muf­ 
flers? 
This is the problem facing the Fed­ 
eral Trade Commission in hearings 
this week in Chicago. The agency must 
come up with rules enforcing a new

warranty 
act 
passed by Congress last year. 
The agency’s proposed rules have 
drawn fire from manufacturers whose 
products are not necessarily sold over 
the counter to consumers — such as 
replacement auto parts — and from 
manufacturers whose products, such 
as large appliances, are repaired by 
franchised service companies. 


SUCH MANUFACTURERS objected 
to proposals requiring that they speci­ 
fy the length of time in which warran­ 
ty repairs would be completed and the 
hours and days during which such re­ 
pairs would be made.

Thousands of Gulf Coast 
residents flee Eloise fury 


MOBILE, Ala. (UPI) — Two-time 
Hurricane Eloise aimed 110 mile per 
hour winds and torrential rains at the 
Gulf Coast Monday night while thou­ 
sands of residents fled inland to es­ 
cape the storm. 
The National Hurricane Center said 
the storm intensified during the day 
as it crossed the Gulf waters and 
would likely strengthen even more be­ 
fore slamming ashore with eight-foot 
tides in the Mobile-Pensacola, Fla., 
area late Monday night or early Tues­ 
day. 
At dusk, gale force winds — which 
extended outwards 125 miles from the 
storm — were hitting Louisiana at the 


mouth of the Mississippi River with 
gusts over 50 miles per hour reported 
at Venice, La. 
At least 25 persons were rescued 
from three oil drilling rigs as helicop­ 
ters flew repeated missions to rescue 
boaters and oil rig crewmen in the 
Gulf. 
Hurricane warnings were in effect 
from Grand Isle, La., to Apalachicola, 
Fla. Dr. Neil Frank, director of the 
hurricane center, said a large circula­ 
tion of bad weather covered most of 
the northern Gulf and the extreme 
weather would hit far in advance of 
the center of the hurricane.

Ford urges $100 billion 


resources corporation 


In hopes of prodding private industry to help achieve U.S. energy 
independence within the decade, President Ford Monday urged 
creation of a $100 billion government corporation to speed devel­ 
opment of America’s natural resources. 
Ford said he would ask Congress “ very shortly” to create the 
government corporation. Congress has been reluctant to accept the 
energy package Ford sent to Capitol Hill in January. Ford said his 
proposed corporation “ will have the power to take any appropriate 
financial action — to borrow and to lend — in order to get energy 
action” by private industry. But he said the “ Energy Independence 
Authority” is designed to stimulate American industry — not sup­ 
plant it. 


4-power Korea conference proposed 


Secretary of State Henry A. Kissinger Monday proposed a four- 
power conference on Korea and informal, multilateral talks on the 
future of Middle East peace. His proposals, in a major policy 
speech to the General Assembly, followed talks with Soviet Foreign 
Minister Andrei A. Gromyko Sunday night. Kissinger held out the 
likelihood of U.S. diplomatic relations with North Korea if “ North 
Korea and its allies would move to improve their relations with the 
Republic of South Korea.” 


Bill would break up large oil firms 


Four members of the Senate antitrust subcommittee introduced a 
bill Monday which would break up the country’s 22 largest oil 
companies. Under the bill, the companies could engage in only one 
segment of the industry — production, transportation, refining or 
marketing — and pipeline companies could engage in no other oil 
activity. The eight largest oil companies now engage heavily in all 
four activities.

Airport bus 
service needed 


The virtual disappearance of 
airport bus service from much 
of the Northwest suburbs typi­ 
fies the kind of growing mass 
transportation crisis in which we 
find ourselves. 


On the one hand, we are en­ 
couraged at every turn to battle 
high gasoline prices by using 
mass transit. If that weren’t 
enough, the strain of battling 
through traffic to reach O’Hare 
International Airport is enough 
to encourage many drivers to 
become passengers. 


But on the other hand, the 
system which could provide that 
kind of service has failed us. 
The only realistic alternatives, if 
you have to fly, are to drive to 
the airport or take an expensive 
cab. 


Last week we reported that 
Arlington Heights has filed a 
complaint against Continental 
Air Transport Co. for suspend­ 
ing its bus service from the 
Northwest suburbs to O’Hare. 


The route was suspended “at 
least a year ago,” according to 
Continental vice president John 
McCarthy. He said that plans 
are being made to reinstate the 
service, but they are “still up in 
the air.” 


Continental still does provide 
irregular bus service, as well as 


a limousine service. But regu­ 
larly scheduled bus service from 
the Arlington Heights area di­ 
rect to O’Hare simply does not 
exist. 


The Illinois Commerce Com­ 
mission regulates such service, 
and Arlington Heights Pres. 
James T. Ryan’s protest to them 
that Continental is not meeting 
its obligations is the first step 
towards regaining service. 


But a broader problem is in­ 
volved. Local residents are only 
going to rely on such bus service 
when it’s frequent, on-time and 
readily available throughout the 
Northwest suburbs. Even if Con­ 
tinental’s service is restored, it 
will only be effective if it pro­ 
vides that kind of service to en­ 
courage ridership. 


Perhaps there’s a role for the 
Regional Transportation Author­ 
ity to play in beefing up such 
service. 
Presently, 
however, 
RT A officials report there are 
no plans for such involvement. 


If the RTA is serious about ef- 
f e c t i v e mass transportation, 
then bus service between here 
and the airport must be a prior­ 
ity. Our population’s reliance on 
O’Hare for transportation and 
jobs is obvious. Ifs time we de­ 
veloped a mass transportation 
system to parallel that reliance.

The new board regulations re­ 
quire a creditor to answer writ­ 
ten customer inquiries within 30 
days and to settle the dispute in 
90 days. While the complaint is 
being resolved, the credit cus­ 
tomer does not pay the regular 
payment or finance charges. 
Closing a customer’s account 
and threatening to file an ad­ 
verse report on the individual’s 
credit record are prohibited dur­ 
ing this period. The amount of 
money in dispute must total at 
least $50, and the transaction 
must be within a customer’s 
state of residence or within IOO 
miles across a state line. 


The Fed will also allow retai­ 
lers to offer a 5 per cent discount 
to customers who pay cash for 
their purchases. The voluntary 
discount will not be a finance 
charge. Any surcharge on credit 
card purchases, however, will 
be counted as a finance charge 
which must be disclosed to the 
customer. 


This represents a welcome 
change from an earlier proposal 
to allow a 5 per cent credit sur­ 
charge as a hidden cost burden.

Rep. 
Frank 
Annunzio, 
D-I1L, said the hidden surcharge 
could cost consumers billions of 
dollars each year. The regu­ 
lation also eliminates the prac­ 
tice by some credit card issuers 
of prohibiting cash discounts.

threads can be as many as 140-145 per 
inch. One of the reasons for the high 
prices is that it might take an Indian 
weaver 14 months or more to make a 
single rug. Look for color, straight­ 
ness of edges, and regularity of 
weave. 
• Turquoise. There are as many 
variations as tastes, but hardness and 
color are the main criterion. It usual­ 
ly takes an expert to really judge. The 
thing to beware of is cheap, machine- 
made copies, and it’s a good idea — 
for anything at all expensive — to 
deal only with a reputable trader. 
• Silver work. Most of the authentic 
items are made by the Navajos, and 
again it takes an expert to tell the 
authentic from the phony. However, if 
shopping on your own, look for jew­ 
elry made with obviously fine crafts­ 
manship. 
% 
• Pottery. The thickness, thinness 
and symmetry of the pot or piece are 
the things to look for in clay work. 
The good ones are handmade, and 
the potters seldom outline their de­ 
sign. Most eye-ball their decorations 
with uncanny precision, and use na­ 
tive materials for coloring. Red, yel­ 
low and brown paints, for instance, 
are made from manganese and iron 
oxides such as ocher. Black is ex­ 
tracted from the Rocky Mountain bee- 
plant. When the clay is properly 
baked, usually over open fires at tem­ 


peratures averaging 1,300 degrees, the 
pottery is so fine that it will ring like 
a bell when tapped with a fingernail. 
• Kachina dolls. In selecting a good 
carved one, see whether it stands 
steadily on its base. Another sign of 
quality is when the ears and hands of 
the Kachina are carved from the 
same block of wood as the main por­ 
tion of the figure. Dolls of lesser qual­ 
ity will have small parts carved sepa­ 
rately and glued on to tbs body.

Rubber chicken, twilight 
zone make play a ‘blast9

What do one rubber chicken, a 
small brass Aladdin’s lamp, a loaded 
gun and a 
magician’s string 
of 
scarves have in common? Jack Shar­ 
key’s new play, “ Who’s on First?” 
They are the primary props and the 
comedy itself is just as madcap, ridic­ 
ulous and frantic as they might sug­ 
gest. 
“ Who’s on First?” opened Friday at 
Country Club Comedy Theatre in 
Mount Prospect. And it constitutes a 
world premiere in every sense of the 
term, for the Elk Grove Village play­ 
wright created the play specifically 
for the quartet of Kent Hageman, Mi­ 
chael Jon Sims, Maggie Schmidt and 
Cindy Flodin, the same cast who ap­ 
peared together this spring in a suc- 
c e s s f u I production of “ Accom­ 
modations.” 
And certainly the high calibre of en­ 
semble acting compliments Sharkey’s 
farce that features the four playing 
out one scene over and over again, 
only each time with a different set of 
extenuating circumstances. 
IT ALL BEG IN S when Kent Hage­ 
man as Don, a jealous husband, ar­ 
rives at Maggie Schmidt’s swank 
apartment for a party. Depressed be­ 
cause he thinks his wife, Cindy Flo­ 
din, is having an affair, Don takes out 
a gun and shoots the man he believes 
to be her lover, played by Michael 
Jon Sims. But that’s not really the 
way it is at all — or is it? The au­ 
dience is given a variety of inter­ 
pretations. 
The scene is continually recast and 
played out as if the four were caught 
in a twilight zone. 


Mid-week review 


But enough about the script. It is 
almost impossible to adequately de­ 
scribe this nightmarish farce for it is 
not only extremely different, but a 
unique approach for Sharkey whose 
prior eight plays have been primarily 
light comedies interlaced with plenty 
of mistaken identities. 


For even more variety Sharkey 
really twists some of the scenes. 
Keeping the same idea, he has the 
cast play one Japanese style and an­ 
other down-on-the-farm hillbilly fash­ 
ion. Yet the same props, particularly 
that rubber chicken, are always some­ 
how worked in just to remind the au­ 
dience — “ Hey, didn’t I see that be­ 
fore?” 


HOW EVER, THOSE two particular 


scenes would be even more effective 
if the chic Madison Avenue apart­ 
ment decor could be camouflaged. 
Even a farce has to be somewhat 
believable. 
That is one minor criticism in a 
show that offers an unusual evening 
of laughs and wears out the theater­ 
goers as well as the actors. 
Directed by Tom Ventriss, “ Who’s 
on First?” plays through Oct. 26. It is 
the first in a new season that Ventriss 
promised would offer fresh, original 
entertainment. He hit it this time 
right on the nose. 
But watch yourself. When that gun 
goes off — and it does quite a bit in 
this show —- cover your ears. That 
blast, like the play itself, is mighty 
hearty.
